1 . As per remarks, Applicants argued that (1 ) Weisman fails to teach or suggest the claimed limitation of obtaining and setting the display 
setting on the projector as now recited in independent claim 43. 

2. As to point (1 ), Weisman discloses presentation is step 5 in UPnP networking and after a control point has discovered a device and 
retrieved a description of the device, the control point is ready to begin presentation, if a device has a UTRL for presentation, then the 
control point can retrieve a page from the URL, load the page into a browser, and depending on the capabilities of the pages, allow a user 
to control the device, and to retrieve a presentation page, the control point issues an HTTP GET request to the presentation URL, the 
capabilities of the presentation page are completely specified by the UPnP vendor, wherein this includes all capabilities of the control point's 
browser, scripting language or browser plug-ins used, and means for interacting with the device [ i.e. broadly interpreted as obtaining and 
setting the diisplay settings for the projector as claimed ] [ paragraphs 1697-1704 ]. Therefore, the claims remain rejected over the cited 
prior art.
